CINCINNATI, O. May 5—The afrful gaso- 


line explosion, wrecking • five story 
block on Walnut street has attracted curi- 
ous throngs today and kept all the city 
departments and street cleaning forces on 
the debris, clearing it away. 


The fatalities are not as great as esti- 


mated last night but there was alarm be- 
fore noon in adjoining buildings. In or- 
der to rescue victims from the debris last 
night holes were cut through the walls 
ofadjoining buildings. At 10 o'clock it 
was found the walls showed the effects, 
either of explosion or these openings, and 
occupant) were ordered out. Meanwhile 
exaggerated reports of additional losses of 
life brought enormous crowds to the 
scene. 


Crowds of people are continually trying 


to get near the icene of the fatality bnt 
the police have the streets blocked and 
the crowd cannot approach. A large de- 
tail of officers and firemen surround the 
place for several blocks' distance. 
" Felicia Drach and C. L. Wells on last 
night's list of injured died today. 
The 


list of injured includes twenty, only one 
reported dangerous condition. A dozen 
or more were discharged from the hos- 
pital this morning. 


There is much indignation because the 


explosion is said to be due to carelessness 
in emptying a barrel of gasoline into a 
tank and leaving it so exposed that a flash 
from a deranged electric wire cause the 
explosion. As Drach was experimenting 
with the new engine and is one of the 
victims there cannot be an investigation 
with any witnesses.

Two Woman aacMwo Children 


Burned to Death This

NEW YOHK, May 5.—As a result of tbe 


explosion of a gasoline stove in a Brooklyn 
tenement this morning two women and 
two children were ao badly burned that 
they died soon afterward, and two other 
children were seriously burned.

dead are: Mrs. Rebecca Cohen, Carl 
Cohen, two years old, Solomon Cohen, 
three years old, and Mrs Pasternak, all of 
234 Johnson street. 
The name of the, 


children seriously burned are not learned. 


The exoloslon occurred in the Cohens' 


apartments. While she stood at a stove it 
exploded and the burning fluid enveloped 
her in flames, The terrified woman ran 


shrieking into the Baternek's apartments 
and while attempting to release the 
suffering woman her neighbor's own 
clothing caught. Both ran into the hall- 
way. Firemen carried them to the street 
where both died in a few minutes. The 
clothing of the Cohen children also 
ignited and they were terribly burned 
about body and limbs. They died soon 
after their removal to the hospital. Isaac 
Kueham who was passing the house at 
the time ran up the stairs and attempted 
to extinguish the flames when the second 
explosion occurred and some substance 
struck his head cutting his scalp badly.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—In the senate to- 


day Mr. Call introduced a resolution 
requesting the president to protest against 
the execution of the American citizens 
taken on board tbe schooner Competitor 
by a Spanish gun-boat and demand that 
the prisoners be not subjected to cruel 
treatment.

THINGS 
AT BRIGGSV1LLE. 


North Branch or (he Hoouc Damaged for 


Mill Use. 'The Windsor Company's 


Action. Will Try ti Overcome the 


Trouble and Profit by It. 


About two weeks ago a queer thing 


happened at BrigifsvUIe. 
A piece of 


ground on the farm of George Hall, and 
not far from the river, began to settle and 
has gone clown about thirty feet. Later a 
Stream of water broke out in the nettled 
section and it is still flowing steadily at 
the rate of from 700 to 800 gallons per min- 
nte. The temperature of the water is 
forty-eight degrees, which would indicate 
that, it cornea from far below the surface. 
The water is roilly as it comes from the 
ground and becomes more so as it runs to 
the river over clay soil. The result is that 
the water of tho riveris so roilly as to be 
greatly damaged for WMfcine purposes, 
for which it is used «t the Windsor print 
work«, and also at (he Braytonville Mill 


The place was visited today by Colonel 


Braoewell anrt L. L. Brown of the Wind- 
sor company, and Lawyer C. J.Parkburst. 
T^e Windsor company has procured of 
Mr. Hall certain rights and will go to 
work at once to overcome the trouble and, 
if possible, to tarn what promised to bo a 
great disaster to good account. An effort 
will be made to get this new water supply 
to the river without the accompanying 
mud, and if this can be done it will prove 
of much value to the company by adding 
to the bulk and quality of its water supply. 


It is a strange case and, so far as known, 


nothing of the kind has ever developed in 
this section before, though Mr. Brown 
says he had a like experience at Camming- 
ton-end was obliged to abandon a stream 
which -was used in the operation of a 
paper mill. 


The place where the stream has broken 


out is•» short distance above the'Briggs- 
ville dam and on the west side of the 
river. The addition of such a volume of 
muddy water to the river is a serious mat- 
ter now and would be still more so in time 
of low water. 


ANOTHER FATALITY. 


Corllce Love Meets a Sudden Death at 


Adams. 


The people of Adams were given another 


severe shock today when they learned that 
Corliee Love, an almost life-long resident 
who was known and held in great respect 
by .almost every individual in the com- 
munity, bad broken his nepk at an early 
hour this morning by falling down a flight 
of stairs at his home on Pleasant street. 


Mr. Love retired about 6.15 o'clock 


Monday evening, to his room which is at 
the right of the head of a narrow stairway 
which runs directly up from the front 
door. At a later hour, Mrs. Love and her 
children went to bed. Usually a lamp is 
left .on the dining room table and the 
light shines through into the hall-way but 
Monday night the lamp was left in the 
kitchen and as all the curtains were down 
and the doors closed the hall and stairway 
were very dark. 
About 12.15 o'clock, Mr;. Love, who sleeps 
down stairs, says she heard her husband 
arise. Directly afterwards she 
heard 


something heavy fall and she was so 
startled she could hardly move. 


She ran into the ball and there she 


found Mr. Love, on the floor, his head 
agalnstnthe wall. He was not dead and 
she seized him and rubbed his face and 
forehead and getting some water bathed 
his face. Her husftand was unconscious, 
however, and all her efforts to bring him 
to his senses were unavailing. 


Mrs. Love then ran to the home of her 


parents, who live in the Place property 
only a little way from her homo. She 
came directly back and found tho unfor- 
tunate man in the same condition in 
which she had left him. Her father fol- 
lowed her in a very fow minutes but be- 
fore he arrived Mr. Lovo had died. Ho 
did not live more than fifteen minutes 
after falling. 


There was no mark upon him, save a 


small spot over the right eyebrow and his 
death was the result of a broken neck. 


Mr. Love lived In Adams from his boy- 


hood and was one of the best known 
French residents of the town. 
He was 


forty-four years old, having been born in 
Canada, December 11, 1851, a son of 
Corlico and Mary Love. 
He came to 


Adams with his parents when ten years 
old and made the town his life-home. He 
was.united in marriage, twenty years ago 
last November to Misa Hannah Gero, 
daughter of Mr, and Mrs. Joseph Uoro. 
Seven children were born to them and all 
of these survive Mr. Love. 


Mr. Love was a man of good oualities 


and had few superiors at his trf<e as a 
paper maker. Ha was employed in the 
L. L. Brown paper mill. 
The funeral 


will occur from the chnrcu of Notre 
Dame, but the time has not yet been 
settled upon.

possession and use of a public library, and 
having a deep sense of tbe value of such 
an instrumentality in the formation of a 
broad, well-balanced citizenship, 
and 


cherishing also tbe desire to see the city 
he loves so well take front rank in every- 
thing conducive to the material welfare 
of a prosperous and growing place, tho 
Hon. Albert C. Houghton has felt moved 
to present to the inhabitants of North 
Adams as a tribute to the memory of bis 
beloved brother, Andrew Jackson Hough- 
ton, who was formerly a resident here, a 
large, commodious and elegant building, 
with ample grounds, in a commanding i 
and central location, to be used for library 
purposes. In accepting this princely gifti 
the citizens of this city desire heartily to 
acknowledge the generous liberality and 
laudable public spirit of the donor in 
providing so freely such adequate accom- 
modation for needs already recognized, 
not only by the library management, but 
by tbe public generally, as pressing, and 
at the same time securing for us a perma- 
nent and beautiful home for an institution 
we have learned to be proud of and hope 
some day to see prominent among similar 
institutions in our state. In order, there- 
fore to more perfectly carry into effect 
the design of the giver in conveying to 
the city this large estate, it is hereby 
resolved that the library shall hereafter 
be known as the Houghton memorial 
library; and be it further resolved that a 
proper tablet be preparsd by the city, to 
be placed in a conspicuous position in the 
Interior of the building, with such inscrip- 
tion thereon as may be appropriate and 
fitting. 


President Bracewell spoke of the 


struggles of those who were in charge of 
the library in its early days, of the many 
difficulties and discouragements they had 
to contend with and how they had hoped 
that some time the city might receive 
such a gift as this. He said if the people 
of the city knew about the difficulties of 
those days they would appreciate the 
gift even more than they do now.

Its editor says: "The Tran- 
script is doing its level best continually to 
assure us that people of the Tunnel City 
are not spitefully jealous of Pittsneld but 
instead love this burg and its inhabitants 
with'a wonderful warmth of affection. 
I'd just as hef encourage this idea of the 
TRANSCRIPT'S if I didn't know it was so 
utterly at variance with the fact, which 
is that North Adams has always been 
jealons of the shire city and suspicious 
of every friendly overture—such as the 
combination music festival proposition 
for instance.

A recent article in Unnton's Magazine 


has so well marked out the right princi- 
ple and considerations of this subject, 
which our city has proven to be true, that 
we print here some of the salient points 
of a discussion of "Non-Partisanship a 
Municipal Necessity" 


U he first point emphasised is that non- 


paitisanship in city government is no 
sunender of the strictest loyalty to party 
in its true sense and proper sphere. The 
writer says: "Non-partisanship is not a 
surrender of the essential principles of 
either or any party. Its ambitions do not 
reach out to the accomplishment of polit- 
ical results either in the nation or the 
state, but only to municipal issues. Par- 
tii s are, at least in our own land, abso- 
hiuly essential to a healthy national life. 
V] iin every citizen rests the imperative 
duty to belong to some party." 


'1 hen follows a consideVation of the dif- 


ferent fields of a man's political duty in 
thi^ country: 


••The American man," says the author, 


"in his outside relations is an actor in three 
phi,ses of associated life—the family, the 
mighborhood lor municipality), and the 
st.te meaning as well the nation). In the 
la--t of the three phases the average man 
is ,1 practical nullity, incompetent to dis- 
cliirge his duty to the state,except in 
combination mth some millions of asso- 
ciaies. But in the first, as a head or in. 
mate of a family, he stands, as regards the 
pt i formance of duty, isolated and alone.', 


Hut in the municipal field "it is clear 


Unit he incurs obligations, some of which 
an purely individual, while some find 
hi in, in common with his neighbors, cor- 
responding naturally with his interests, a 
a portion of which are strictly personal, 
\\i>ile in others his concern is identical 
with theirs. With which of these obliga- 
tions and interests, or either, has his party 
to do, through any legitimate authority 
on its part or any debt of loyalty on his?" 


"We answer unhesitatingly, none what- 


e\tr. Tue party was organized and is 
maintained to accomplish distinctly na- 
tit inal or state results. Its platform, in so 
far QS it is distinctive and characteristic is 
eiiuply an elaborate statement of its posi- 
turn on national or state issues. And the 
Eiunicipality itself, so far as it is tributary 
tn the party endeavor outside of straitly 
municipal interests, may properly be 
ir.ade a subject ot party contention. But 
there we draw the line. The party can 
11 terfere in a city election, or with the 
administration of its proper city functions, 
only by a usurpatory aeretch of power." 


'•That citizen, whether Democratic or 


Etpublican, who, in a municipal contest, 
Mites and acts disregardful of party 
bt bests, deviates not from his loyal duty 
ti the party of his choice. The legitimate 
lines of party action stop when they touch 
the municipal boundaries. 
Within those 


be undaries he is free to speak, act and 
•vnte. 


"Two facts we may assume, 1. The 


Li'dy best iittctd to administer the atl'airs of 
any municipality is its own citizens, just as 
t ue person best qualified to manage the 
u.terestsot any man ib the man himself. 
2 
The poorest possible curator ot a 


11 umcipality i« a great national party, 
composed of millioiisof strantrcrs, ignor- 
ant of itsneed';, unfamiliar with its con- 
ditions and disregardful of the wishes of 
its cui/tns. 
'1 hcse considerations are 


unanswerable. 
In fact, party control of 


1'iumcipnl interests is a flagrant outrage 
cm e\ery principle of home rule." 


After a logical discussion showing that

3:1 the control oi atityS aflairs is only a 
cnange till purty a^am becomes corrupt 
and a mumc.pal pr.ze-gr<ibber, the writer

I nrty's legitimate field of movement, is to 
be respected as a \aluable, indeed an 
indispensable, factorm the cause of the 
i itional well-being, as .1 manipulator of 
city interests lie is not only out of his 
proper orbit, but his energy is ominous 
of mischief and harm."

I of tho entry and referred it to his buperior 


with the suggef,ti8n tfmfc as BUitfT could 
not be held to bo a material ner nmimnu- 
tum uf wnr it could not be saddled upon 
Iho national exchequer.

to tho crown lawyers, who gave thoir 
opinion that tho state could not pay tlia 
snuff claim.

This revives a .curious local 
itory that goes back to 1832 and will be 
remembered by many old cltlzons. 
A 


merchant doing business on Chestnut 
Hroet below Eighth bad to visit Now York 
»:i(l he was requested by n friend*to tako 
charge of a largo sum of money In coin 
and notes. 
Tho amount was said to bo 


S1S.OOO. This merchant was nn English- 
man and his credit and integrity wero un- 
Unpenehod, but aftor ho took the New 
York stage, which crossed the Delaware 
r.bove Lambertville, nothing was heard of 
Mm for a year, whon ha wrote to his 
Irliiml (ram England, stating that he hod 
been robbed of tho money on.the road to 
New York and was ashamed to return to 
Philadelphia. 


It was true tho stage had boon stopped 


by a highwayman, but It was nut believed 
that nny such sum had beon taken. Henry 
Light, a very dangerous ruffian, on asso- 
ciate of Hare, tho robber, was blamed, but 
ho proved to the satisfaction of Willis Bla- 
ney, then high constable, that ho was in 
the city nt, the time of tha alloged robbery 
and declared that no such bum was taken 
or he would havu known something of it. 
The merchant's affairs were found to bo 
BO arranged that his wife, a shrowd busi- 
ness woman, owned everything of value, 
Three years after the defaulter returned 
hero r.ud with his family moved to a farm 
in 
Lancaster county, whore bo died. 


Twenty years ago tho writer was accosted 
by a wrotohcd looking tramp seeking re- 
lief, and under questioning ha turned out 
to be tho only son of this man and the 
last of the family, all of whom had como 
to poverty. 


Joseph Hare generally operated south of 


Pennsylvania, but for the latter part of 
his career he spent much of his time in tho 
neighborhood of this city. In 1833 a man 
named Stevenson kept a grocery store on 
South street, above Tentn, then in the 
country. Ho was returning homo on foot 
from a visit to Darby when ho was stopped 
by two men where Mayland's creek crossed 
tho road. One was a tall, powerful man, 
the other an Irishman, who was about to 
strike the victim with a club, when the 
big inau interfered and protected him. 
This was Hare. 
The plunder amounted 


to a small silver watch and a few dollars. 
Stovonson remarked that the watch had 
belonged to his father, and ho would re- 
deem it if given a chance. Hare answered: 
"Well, I'll give you a chance. Keep tho 
watch, and if I send an order for $3 you 
will act square." 


Stevenson said ho would not speak of the 


affair at all, gave his address and walked 
home. Three weeks afterward a girl came 
to the store with a paper on which was 
written an order for $3, but no signature. 
Stovonson, without a word, paid the 
money and years afterward gave the rob- 
ber's order to Dr. V?. J. Duffy, who had a 
cast of Hare's head taken after bis execu- 
tion. 


Hnrn's last notable exploit in this state 


was the robbery of George S. Scott above 
Lancaster. Scott was a drover, a very 
powerful and fearless man and qulto a 
fighter. 
Ho had been drinking in Lan- 


caster, and about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon mounted his horse to ride to HnrrLs- 
burg. 
Ho had {1,900 in notes In his coat. 


He was u mile on his way, passing through 
a bunch of maples, when, with a bourn'., 
a big man sprang on him. His horse 
roared, and in a moment ho was on tho 
ground, but ho regained his foot, and tho 
two u;on fought. 
Although weighing 330 


pounds Hare was as nimble as a cat and a 
famous wrestler. Scott was thrown on 
his head on the turnpike, and before ho 
could recover Hare had tho money and 
was gone. John Hare was cutting wheat 
near by. Ho heard the noise, and, with 
his hands, gave chase, but tho robber es- 
caped, aud next day his hiding place was 
found in a field of rye close by. 


Four months after this Scott mot Hare 


in Baltimore jail, heavily ironed and uu- 
der sontenco of death for stopping tha 
United States mail just outside tho city,.. 
He laughed about their encounter and said 
that ho had lost the money in two nights 
of card playing, but gave Scott an order 
for a sorrel horse, saddle and bridle stablod 
in tho town. Scott died in 1865 and was 
fond of telling of his adventure with the 
Dick Turpin of Pennsylvania.—Philadel- 
phia Times. 


The Earliest Wingmalccra.

In tho shadowy days of history. Blnuucl, a 
British king, was one, but nil that wo 
lenrn of his flight is that ho soared above 
his elty of Trinovantc and then fell upon 
a temple, thereby ending his wings and 
himself. 
Bludnd belonged to an unlucky 


f.imlly, being the lather of Shakespeare's 
King Loar. 
Simon, called ''the magi 


eian," who lived about tho time of the 
emperor Nero, lost his life In tha samo 
way; 
another martyr to the science was a 


monk culled Elmer (or Oliver) of Mnlmes- 
bury, who had foretold the invasion of 
William tha Conqueror, and was therefore 
tiiuutod by cruel people when ho did uat 
know beforehand that ho would break his 
legs ou taking flight from a toll tower. 
This monk is said to have flown 12£ paces. 
People laughed at him all the more when 
he said that he failed because he did not 
fix a tail to his feet, but a recnnt writer, 
Ohanute, argues that tho monk was very 
Itkoly right in his conclusion. 


A hundred years later, and more, a Sar- 


acen repeated tho attempt and, like pool 
Olivor, was killed. Then we reud of a rol- 
iitivo of the poet Dante who made n suc- 
fossful flight over a lake and fell In trying 
tu repeat tha feat across n square in tho 
eity of Porugla, though even upon this 
second attempt he is said to have ''bal- 
anced himself a long time in the air" and 
to have fallen only whon his wings broke.

WEALTH OF THE ASTORS. 


Kot Known to th« Pabllc. but It Ii Be- 


lleTml to Bo Immenie. 


The Astors— William Waldorf and John 


Jacob—are undoubtedly the largest indi- 
vidual owners of real estate In Gotham. 
Liko the founder of their house, they have 
always regarded city land as the best and 
safest investment. Old John Jacob first 
became n roal estate owner in 1789, when 
be bought for $25 a lot of land on tho 
Bowory near Elizabeth stroet. 
Twenty- 


one years later be was tho largest, holder 
of real estate in town, and his descendants 
havu ever since kept the lead In this re- 
spect. In 1835 he sold the Astor House 
for 11. 
WilUam B. Astor had expressed a 


desire to own it, whereupon John Jacob 
told him that ho would sell it to him for 
the amount named. Tho bargain was con- 
cluded on tho spat. The greatest care has 
nlways boon taken to keep the exact value 
of the Actor estate from becoming public. 
Whea John Jacob As(or I died, he was said 
to be worth $80,000,000. At William B. 
Astor's donth it was reputed thnt be was 
worth $50,000,000, but this estimate has 
been declared too low. A few millions 
could bo nddcd with safety at present, and 
every hour increases the valuation. 


Ever since 1811 the Astor family has 


boon putting its spare ohango into Man- 
hattan Island real estate. Rents which 
accrued were reinvested with a particular 
view to the location of tho property. John 
Jacob and William Waldorf hare continued 
to mnku investments in Harlem and tha 
new annexed district within u few years. 
They keep a sharp eye on tho trend of 
trndo and tho growth of uew districts. 
Ona real estate authority, in speaking 
about the Astor land holdingf, said that 
south of Eighty-sixth street It included 33 
acres of soil solidly built Up. Yot this 
large amount of property does not amount 
to morn than half of tho Astor estate, 
which owns land and buildings arouutl 
Jerome park and along Riverside drive 
and the boulevard. It Is the business cus- 
tom of the Astors to giro leaseholds of 21 
years, ou which the lessees build, tho lease 
being subject to renewal at the end of 31 
years ou a rcappraisemcnt. The ground 
rents for these properties go to the es- 
tate, but on the assessment books tho 
property does not appear in the name of 
the Astors. That's why their great wealth 
Is not getatable by those people who ore 
always poking their noses Into tho private 
affairs cf other people.—New York Letter 
in Pittsburg Dispatch. 


UP STAIRS BY EXPRESS. 


The Through Elemtors 
Run In Tall 


Buildings. 


"All aboard! Seventh floor first stop!" 
This cry greeted a reporter yesterday as 


he stepped Into a down town office build- 
ing aud faced a half dozen elevators. He 
wished to go to the ninth floor. He step- 
pad Into an elevator over which was tha 
sign: "Express. First stop, seventh floor." 


In it there were three men and a* middle 


aged woman. Thestartor said "All right," 
and the elevator man grasped the throttle 
of tho "express." It was the usual cable 
rope, and as the man pulled It began its 
journey upward. The lone woman pas- 
senger gave vent to a slight "Oh!" and 
held her breath. 


Floor after floor was passed at a speed 


of about eight mlios an hour. 
When the 


lixth floor was reached, the woman wanted 
to get off, but was informed that she was 
on an express, and It was against tho rules 
to stop .an express until its destination was 
reached. 
The elevator arrived at tho sev- 


enth floor on time. It took exactly night 
seconds to make the. upward journey of 
85 feet. The elevator man then announced 
that tho next stop would bo the top floor, 
100 feet above. The top floor, Accord ing 
to tho directory, was tho fourteenth, and 
tho elevator flow upward once more, arriv- 
ing near the roof a few seconds later. 


"We can make a round trip in 46 sec- 


onds, Including short stops," said tho en- 
gineer of tho express, "but we have made 
it in about 40 without stops. There are 
but two express elevators and four regu- 
lars, that wo coll way trains. They stop 
at every flour and for everybody who 
shouts. 
Often I got passengers who want 


to get out at the sixth or tenth floors. 
They get mud* too, when they are told 
they must go up and take another elevator 
down. 
Tho other express makes no inter- 


mediate stops at all during tha busy 
hours."—New York Press.

ELECTRICAL EXPOSITION. 


Interesting Vestures at Its Opening IB New 


York City Ij»t Nlff'it. 


Is'cw York, May r..—The National 


Eleetrical exposition was formally 
opened last night in the Grand Central 
Palace. The exposition is held under 
the auspices and in connection with 
the nineteenth convention of the Eleo- 
trie Light association. There were 
delegates present from over 
10,000 


electric lijrht plants in the United 
States. The aggregate investment in 
the plants is 9750,000,000. An immense 
crowd of people was present. Gov. 
Morton was present and occupied the 
dias ou the third floor, which had been 
reserved for the priests and speaker* 
of the evening. After 
introductory 


speeches Gov. Morton was introduced 
to the meeting. He was received with 
the greatest enthusiasm '*!r. presi- 
dent and officers of the National Elec- 
trical exposition," he said. "I feel hon- 
ored by the invitation which you have 
extended to me to release the electric 
current generated by the power of the 
great cataract at Niagara and, in ac- 
cordance with your wishes, I now de 
elare the exposition duly opened."Gov 
Morton then pressed the golden key 
which was to cause artillery salutes 
simultaneously at San Francisco, New 
Orleans, St, Paul and Augusta, Ma. 


Like Fairyland. 


There was great enthusiasm when 


tlie governor pressed the golden key. 
Instantly a volume of fluorescent light 
danced through the glass tubes that 
surrounded the place where he stood 
and framed 
him 
ia 
a 
halo of 


light. 
Simultaneously the electric 


lights around tho various exhibits in 
the building bla/.ed out and the scene 
was like fairyland. A few minutes after 
the governor pressed the key tele- 
graphic messages were received from 
San Francisco, New Orleans, St. Paul 
and Angusta, Me., stating that the 
cannons had been fired. From London, 
England, W. II. Preecc, superintendent 
of the Government telegraph, cabled 
as follows: 
"Wish your exposition 


every possible success." 


Could Hear the Koar of Niagara. 


Perhaps the roost interesting feature 


of the exposition was the demonstra- 
tion of the power g3nerated by the 
Niagara falls. The current turned a 
model of the power plant in the build- 
ing and by putting a receiver to the 
car, the visitors were able to distinctly 
hear the roar of the great cataract 
402 miles away.
